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The pair of us bad been in Athens 


three or four days when a party of 
English excursionists who wen mak- 
ing a tour arrived. Among them was 
sn antiquary wbo was looked up to 
tnd respected for his knowledge of 
ancient history and ruins. 


Professor Himstead, as he was named, 


bad been charged to pick up all the old 
Greek manuscripts to be bad for mon- 
ey, and it was his inquiries for such 
documents that doubtless led to our un- 
doing. One day a man named Talanti, 
who had somewhat the manners and 
dress of a gentleman, brought the pro- 
fessor two ancient manuscripts as a 
present, and to show his further good 
will lie announced a valuable discovery 
which had just been made on the Is- 
land of Aegina, about forty miles dis- 
tant. He was tbe owner of the island, 
and while his workmen were getting 
out some stone they had come across 
some rare treasures In art, but had de- 
veloped only a small portion of them. 
They bad partly uncovered a stone box 
which be believed held a large number 
of manuscripts and valuable coins, but 
be had delayed tbe opening of it that 
some of his friends might be present.

Greek, but when he entered Into con- 
versation with Mr. Talanti's friends he 
found them sulky enough. This excit- 
ed our surprise, as they were supposed 
to be gentlemen. When \fe came to 
look them over we began to get a little 
suspicious. 


As we approached the island we saw 


it was fairly covered with trees, yet it 
did not hare a hospitable look. As we 
made a cloae approach we could see a 
couple of rude huts and a primitive 
jetty, but Mr. Talanti explained that 
bis castle was hidden by the forest and 
that he was landing at that point to 
gave us a long walk. 


As soon as the craft was made fast 


the three eminent friends of Mr. Ta- 
lanti suddenly produced pistols and 
knives and took their station by the 
gangway. The sailors divided into two 
parties, and, handling then- naked 
knives in a menacing fashion, they 
drove the people into line. 


When Professor Himstead had rub- 


bed bis eyes, scratched his head and 
got it into his brain that something 
not down on the program was going on 
Talantl mounted a box and smilingly 
observed: 


"Ladles and gentlemen, you are now

Bach man 
in the crowd was regularly held up— 
that Is, his pockets were thoroughly 
searched and everything of value tak- 
ea 
The worn™ were requested to 


hand over, and each one had her 
watch and rings In hand as she mov- 
ed ap. In the course of half an hour 
every one was ashore, and then Talan- 
tl took off his hat, nude a sweeping 
bow and sailed away with his piratical 
crew. Be had no sooner gone than 
balf a dozen villainous looking men 
came down from the hut. 


They told us they were fishermen, 


but their actions belled , their state- 
ment 
Their first move' was to de- 


mand cash, and great was their Indig- 
nation and disappointment at being 
told that Talanti's crowd had taken 
the last coin. When sure of this they 
left us, and an hour later two genuine 
fishermen came ashore In their boat 
There were a dozen vessels within five 
or six miles of as, and a dollar would 
have been big pay for them to go ont 
and notify the nearest one of our sit- 
uation; but, realising our helplessness, 
they demanded the sum of $100. 


It was almost dark when a battered 


old schooner came sailing up to take 
us off, and the terms were *2 a piece, 
to be paid in Athens.

less shared In th« plunder when It was 
divided. It was said that the money 
tad Jewelry amounted to about 16,000,

BIGGEST WARSHIP 


MAY NOT LONG HOLD 


THAT DISTINCTION 


WASHINGTON, April 21. — The 


United 
States 
superdreadnaught, 


Pennsylvania, launched by the New- 
port 
Shipbuilding -company a few 


weeks ago, when completed, will be 
the largest and most powerful fighting 
machine afloat. 


How long will she hold that title? 


From present indications, not long. 
Already ordnance experts are begin- 
ning to think in larger units. When 
the keel of Uncle Sam's next super- 
dreadnaught is laid, the belief now 
Is that there will be included in her 
equipment a new feature. 


,This new feature promises to rev- 


olutionize tbe marine ordnance of toe 
United States navy and will be the 
biggest step yet taken in the per- 
fecting of the superdreadnaught type 
pf battleship. 


It is the new type of naval gun, 16- 


inch calibre—greater by one inch 
than the much-heralded guns of the 
powerful 
British 
superdreadnaught 


of the Queen Elizabeth class. 


Experiments with this type of gun 


are, and for some time have been, 
underway by the ordnance officers at 
the naval proving grounds at Indian 
Head, Md. 


The United States navy for years 


has religiously adhered to the 14-inch 
gun. 
They thought it filled the bill 


In all respects and didn't want any 
other. But the European war has 
taught lessons and the value of large 
calibre guns is one of them. 


So successful have the experiments 


proven, thus far, that it is confidently 
predicted that the ordnance officers 
of the navy department will recom- 
mend the installation of this type of 


gun on the two dreedBaofhti author- 
teed by the last congress. 


Should this style of equipment be) 


extended also to the dreadnanihta 
California, Idaho and Hissbalppt, au- 
thorlxed last year, a complete division 
ot 16-Inch gun battleships would be 
available. This would make tbe moat, 
formidable unit afloat 


All tests of this type of weapon are 


carefully guarded, but it Is said that 
the new gun is about forty-eight feet 
long and the weight, of the projectile 
hurled ls approximately 2,000 pounds. 


A vessel mounting a full comple- 


ment of these guns for its main bat- 
tery—four turrets of three guns each 
—could hurl a' broadside of about 
£4,000 pounds, or twelve tons. 


This is about 10,400 pounds more 


than a broadside from the eight 15- 
Inch gung of the British superdread- 
naught Queen Elizabeth. 


It is the work of this ship that the 


experts here are watching with the 
utmost care and the effectiveness of 
her ordnance will go a great way to- 
ward deciding the difference now ex- 
isting between the two schools of 
naval armament.

HAY NOT LONG HOLD 


TH*T DISTINCTION 


WASHINGTON, April 21. — The 


United 
States 
superdreadnaught, 


Pennsylvania, launched by the New- 
port 
Shipbuilding -company a few 


weeks ago, when completed, will be 
the largest and most powerful fighting 
machine afloat. 


How long will she hold that title? 


From present indications, not long. 
Already ordnance experts are begin- 
ning to think in larger units. When 
the keel of Uncle Sam's next super- 
dreadnaught Is laid, the belief now 
Is that there will be included In her 
equipment a new feature. 


JThis new feature promises to rev- 


olutionize the marine ordnance of the 
United States navy and will be the 
biggest step yet taken in thd per- 
fecting of the superdreadnaught type 
pt battleship. 


It is the new type of naval gun, 16- 


inch calibre—greater by one Inch 
than the much-heralded guns of the 
powerful 
British superdreadnaught 


of the Queen Elizabeth class. 


Experiments with this type of gun 


are, and for some time have been, 
underway by the ordnance officers at 
the naval proving grounds at Indian 
Head, Md. 


The United States navy for years 


has religiously adhered to the 14-inch 
gun. 
They thought it filled the bill 


in all respects and didn't want any 
other. But the European war has 
taught lessons and the value of large 
calibre guns is one of them. 


So successful have the experiments 


proven, thus far, that it is confidently 
predicted that the ordnance officers 
of the navy department will recom- 
mend the installation of this type of 


tun on the two dmdnaught. author- 
i*ed by the last congrew. 


Should this style of equipment M 


extended also to the dreadnauihta 
California, Idaho and Mississippi, au- 
thorized last year, a complete division 
ot 16-Inch gun battleships would be 
available. This would make the moat, 
formidable unit afloat 


All teats of this type of weapon are 


carefully guarded, but it is said that 
the new gun is about forty-eight feet 
long and the weight, of the projectile 
burled ig approximately 2,000 pounds. 


A vessel mounting a full comple- 


ment of these guns for its main bat- 
tery—four turrets of three guns each 
—could hurl a' broadside of about 
24,000 pounds, or twelve tons. 


This is about 10,400 pounds more 


than a broadside from the eight 15- 
inch guna of the British superdread- 
naught Queen Elizabeth. 


It is the work of this ship that the 


experts here are watching with the 
utmost care and the effectiveness of 
her ordnance will go a great way to- 
ward deciding the difference now ex- 
isting between the two schools of 
naval armament.

Cuba, to the east of Havana, attract 
the attention ot the ambitious tourist.
